“ Is a twice weekly cleanup too 
much?” he asked,*in response to 
statements that proposed new rules 
and regulations were unfair to “ 99 
per cent of owners of horses who do 
abide by the law.” 
When shouting broke out against 
him, he responded by saying. “ You 
people are as ill-informed as you are 
inconsiderate of the rights of your 
neighbors. I think you stink, too. If 
you can’t clean up twice a week you 
don’t deserve to live in a residential 
neighborhood.” 
The original proposed set of new 
rules and regulations had called for 
a daily cleanup in the residential 
areas. But Frost said he had 
accepted amendments for a twice 
weekly cleanup.

Alessios, Morgan fined 
in FCI payoff affair

ANGELES (UP1) — John Alessio, 
63, former San Diego “ Man of the 
Year,” was fined $5,000 Monday for 
giving gratuities to a guard while in 
federal prison. 
U.S. District Judge Charles H. 
Carr permitted Alessio to go free 
without probation after his attorney 
said the one-time director of the 
Caliente race track at Tijuana, 
Mexico, needed to be able to leave 
the country to look after his 
Mexican business interests. 
Carr also fined Alessio’s brother, 
Angelo, 57, $2,500 and levied a $250 
fine against Daniel Morgan, a 
former prison guard at the Lompoc, 
Calif., federal institution when the 
Alessios were serving time there 
from 1971 to 1973 for income tax

Whatever the type of vehicle, it 
was the strong consensus last night 
that available industrial facilities 
will be the new ball park LEDA will 
take the field in to snag relocating 
firms for the city. Once in control of 
business land or space, it was felt, 
the association and the city could 
call some of the development shots 
such, for example, as keeping land 
prices from soaring as soon as a 
firm expresses interest in it, a 
present bane of LEDA Director 
Tom Parks. 
Already designated a “ limited 


access freeway” and with new 
water and sewage lines going in

County hikes dog fees 
from $4 to $6, exempts cats 


The Board of Supervisors gave first reading approval Monday to county 
animal control ordinance revisions raising the annual dog license fees from 
$4 to $6. 
Another 
ordinance 
change 
approved 
by 
the 
supervisors 
on 
recommendation of the county’s Animal Health and Population Control 
Committee provides for a $15 impoundment fee for second and subsequent 
impoundment of the same animal, plus citation for ordinance violation. 
The committee, which has been meeting for several months after being 
set up by the county supervisors, also felt that a $20 restricted kennel 
permit should not absolve the dog owner from obtaining a license for each 
dog, said chairman Peele Beebe, of the Santa Barbara Humane Society. 
The ordinance, which will be up for second reading and adoption April 15, 
does not provide any license fee for cats. E^eebe explained the committee 
felt that this would be difficult to enforce. 
The higher dog license fees presumably will not go into effect for a year, 
as the county has already begun collecting fees for 1974 at the $4 level. Fees 
for neutered dogs would be $3. 
The upward revisions in dog licenses and impoundment fees are the result 
of widespread complaints against irresponsible dog owners, with one 
supervisor claiming owning a dog should be regarded as a “ luxury instead 
of a privilege.”

Autry is tall, cool and 
stately 
mannered.

Your 
correspondent 
walked into his book and 
paper 
filled 
but 
neatly 
organized 
office. 
I 
had 
several questions to ask 
based

Autry was quite prepared 
for this interview, having 
orderly layed out a small 
stack of papers and folders 
in front of him.

and lay a set of plans on us 
for a project and we take 
those 
plans 
and

coordinate them with all the

“ P rio r 
to

development 
department, or building and 
planning, and then he went 
to public works and then to 
electrical and then he went 
to streets. And by the time 
the guy got through he was 
sitting with all this stuff 
coming out his ears," Autry 
described. 
They complained about 
having to pay for street 
improvements (like street 
lights for example) while 
other builders paid nothing.

which many times makes a 
difference whether you can 
get all the parking on a lot 
or not,” he said. 
They still complain about 
high building permit costs. 
Autry justifies, however: 
“ If you take building costs 
in the tri-counties area, 
you’ll find that the city of 
Lompoc has one of the 
lowest building permit costs 


of any other city 
Also, 
he 
defends 
the 
Architectual Review Board. 
“ This particular committee 
recognizes the fact that they 
are trying to maintain some 
continuity in their review 
process and to maintain 
some design criteria. They 
adopted these architectural 
review 
guidelines 
and 
I 
think 
its 
a 
substantial 
improvement 
over 
the 
procedure that was used 
prior to my coming here. 
Prior to March 1972, the 
c o m m ittee 
had 
no 
guidelines. 
“ People have commented 
that the ARB does not have 
the license to review these 
projects and make analysis 
and determinations as they 
do Well, you have to take a 
look 
at 
the community. 
Lompoc does not have a 
practicing architect ... so 
generally what it means is 
that you have to draw from 
the resource that you have 
out in the community to sit 
on 
these 
committees,” 
Autry added. 
“ We give these guidelines 
to a developer, architect, 
whoever so he may utilize 
them. If he fails to consider 
these points and he’s trying 
to place the blame on the 
ARB 
then 
he’s 
grossly 
missed the point of what we 
are trying to do.” 
Since we were in the 
neighborhood, I threw out: 
“ Why hasn’t there been any 
industrial type development 
in Lompoc for the past 100 
years?” Autry countered, 
rather decisively with: 
“ That’s 
the

question. Naturally I have 
analyzed it from my point of 
view 
here. 
I 
feel 
that 
basically there have been 
several things, as being a 
restraining factor to some. 
We 
do 
have 
some 
commercial

We have just issued a 
permit for a 6000 or 12,000 
square foot commercial - 
industrial development. One 
of the problems has been 
that those zones did not

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Weicker reveals political 
uses of federal agencies 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Top White House officials tried 
to use federal agencies ranging from the Internal Revenue 
Service to the parole board for political purposes, 
documents made public by Sen. Lowell Weicker Jr., R- 
Conn., showed. 
Weicker made public a thick stack of exhibits he 
presented 
Monday 
to 
members 
of 
three 
Senate 
subcommittees holding joint hearings on government 
wiretapping. 
Most were copies of once secret White House memos. 
“ Bringing to the light of day those words and deeds 
guarantees far more than legislation (would) that never 
again will Americans commit or submit to matters that 
repudiate the origins of our national greatness,’’ Weicker 
said in presenting the documents. 
Weicker’s exhibits were entitled Internal Revenue 
Service; “ Millhouse;” Brookings (Institute); Goldberg; 
(Billy) Graham, (John) Wayne -IR S Activity; Newsday; 
Military Spying; Department of Commerce; Parole Board 
and Justice Department; Department of Defense; and 
White House Activities. 
The Internal Revenue Service Exhibit carried a July 24, 
1969 internal memorandum on the formation of the IRS 
Activist Organizations Committee, which was disbanded 
last August at the time of the Watergate hearings. 
“What we will attempt to do is to gather intelligence data 
on the organizations in which we are interested and to use a 
Strike Force concept whereby all Compliance divisions and 
all other Service functions will participate in a joint effort 
in our common objective,’’ the IRS memo by D. 0. Virdin 
said. 
An Aug. 14, 1970 memo from White House aide Tom 
Charles Huston asked for an IRS progress report on the 
review of “operations of Ideological Organizations. ’’ 
Commented Weicker: “They lumped ideological together 
with activist and militant.” 
In the exhibit on the satirical movie “Millhouse: A White 
Comedy,” Jack Caulfield recommends to John W. Dean, III 
in a White House memo: “Releaseof (producer Emile) de 
Antonio’s F B I. derogatory background to friendly media 
and “Discreet IRS audits of New Yorker Films, Inc.” 
The documents on the Brookings Institute indicate that 
Dean, then President Nixon’s lawyer, considered tax audits 
and “turning the spigot off” of government contracts and 
$500,000 in federal grants. Weicker said the Institute was 
“A Democratic think-tank sometimes called a government- 
in-exile.” 
The Ford Foundation, which largely funds the institute, 
also came under Dean’s scrutiny, the exhibit indicates. 
The “Goldberg” file merely indicates that one Lawrence 
Yale Goldberg of Providence, R.I. donated $3,659.16 to 
Jewish charities in 1968, prompting Caulfield to observe to 
Dean in an Oct. 6, 1971 memo “ it postures an extremely 
heavy involvement in Jewish organizational activity...the 
Attorney General should be discreetly made aware in this 
regard.” 
The tax exhibit indicates White House interest in audits 
being run on Evangelist Billy Graham and actor John 
Wayne, both friends of President Nixon. 
“Can we do anything to help?” Dean asks in an Oct. 1, 
1971 memo originally directed to aide Larry Higby, whose 
name was lined out. 
“The Wayne complaint when viewed in the attached 
context does not appear to be strong enough to pursue,” 
Caulfield concludes in an Oct. 6,1971, memo to Dean. 
The “attached context” refers to tax audits on “some 
individuals in the entertainment industry who were 
politically active during prior elections...(and) whose 
economic condition is similar to that of John Wayne.” 
Audited were Richard Boone, Sammy Davis Jr., Jerry 
Lewis, Peter Lawford, Fred MacMurray, Lucille Ball, 
Ronald Reagan, and Frank Sinatra. 
The Newsday exhibit indicates that Caulfield and Dean in 
September and October, 1971, contemplated the threat of an 
antitrust suit against the Los Angeles Times to head off an 
anticipated series in Long Island’s Newsday, adverse to the 
administration. The Los Angeles Times owns Newsday. 
The military spying file related to the Army’s 66th 
Military Intelligence Group probe of the expatriate Ameri­ 
can civilian “Concerned Americans in Berlin” organization 
which grew out of a (Sen. George) McGovern for President 
unit. 
The Department of Commerce exhibit indicated functio­ 
naries gave the White House advance information on the 
financial collapse of a Maine beet sugar enterprise, which 
had received $13 million in federal loans, allegedly acquired 
with the help of Sen. Edmund Muskie. 
The Parole Board exhibit features a transcript of a taped 
1971 conversation between White House aide Chuck Colson 
and George Smathers, former Democratic senator from 
Florida. 
Colson tells Dean in a covering memo “The attached is

much too hot for me to handle ... I do think, however, in 
view of Smathers’ decision to support the President next 
year that we had better attend to this and not let it slip ” 
What Smathers proposed, according to the purported 
transcript, on Dec. 30, 1971, was that the President order 
the immediate release of Calvin Kovens, convicted of 
misuse of Teamster funds. Kovens’ parole had been 
ordered, but he was to serve four more months, and he had 
suffered a heart attack, Smathers said 
Smathers said this would “give the President and those 
who are going to help him in this area, a very strong basis 
of going to the Jewish community” for support. 
“I’m sure the President can do it and I’m sure, actually 
(Parole Board) Chairman George Reed would probably 
approve of it,” Smathers is quoted 
The Department of Defense exhibit contains a June 16, 
1972, White House memo from Dean to H R Haideman on 
“ McGovern War Record” stating in part, “You should also 
be aware that there is nothing in McGovern’s file which 
directly substantiates the allegation about his cowardice.”

Banks, one of the leaders 
of the Wounded Knee, S.D., 
occupation last year by AIM 
forces, is presently on trial 
on 10 felony counts arising 
from the occupation. 
He became involved in the 
effort toxeach Miss Hearst, 
he said, through contacts 
the past week with her 
father, San Francisco news 
executive 
Randolph 
A. 
Hearst. 
Banks said he does not 
want 
law 
enforcement 
agencies to intervene. 
“I just hope that the law 
enforcement officials in this 
area are cognizant of the 
s e n s i t i v i t y 
of 
the 
anticipated action,” he said. 
“I 
hope 
that they 
will 
initiate no action that may 
abort this very important 
meeting 
between 
the 
p a r e n t s 
and 
t h e i r 
daughter.” 
He said he wanted to get 
Miss Hearst a “three-day 
pass” to visit with her 
family and “tell her story.” 
In 
a 
tape-recorded 
message released last week 
by 
the 
SLA, 
a 
voice 
identified as Miss Hearst’s 
said she had decided to join 
her captors. Her family 
doubts the veracity of the 
message. 
Banks 
said 
he 
had 
discussed with U.S. District 
Judge Fred Nichol, who is 
presiding over his trial, the 
possibility that he might be 
called out of the country as 
an ambassador of good faith 
in 
arranging a meeting 
between Miss Hearst and 
her 
parents, 
who 
are 
currently in Mexico. 


Aram co plans to 


up oil output 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
— A plan to expand oil 
production in Saudi Arabia 
from nine million barrels a 
day to 11 million has been 
approved by the board of 
directors of the Arabian- 
A m e r i c a n 
Oil 
Co., 
(Aramco) a spokesman for 
Standard Oil of California 
said Monday. 
The spokesman, who said 
the agreement was reached 
during a secret meeting of 
the Aramco board here this 
weekend, pointed out the 
agreement does not mean 
the actual oil production 
would increase that much. 
The Saudi government has 
the power to determine 
actual production levels. 


Chinese order gear 
for oil plan from U.S. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Communist 
China has apparently decided to develop 
its oil reserves itself and has agreed to 
buy up to $20 million or more of 
equipment from American firms in 
deals the Chinese insisted be kept 
secret, the Los Angeles Times reported 
today. 
“The sales seem to puncture the hopes 
of some American businessmen that the 
Chinese would enter into joint ventures 
with foreign companies to develop 
China’s probably vast oil resources,” 
the newspaper said 
Negotiations for drilling equipment 
are now going on and probably will 
stretch out for some time, the reports 
from the Times’ Washington bureau 
said. The sale of drilling equipment is 
expected to reach several times the 
present level and the competition by 
American suppliers is keen. 
“I think these are only the beginning,” 
said J. Ray Pace, president of the Baker 
Trading Co. of Houston. “Only a few 


people have found the right combination 
to get in and out of China The people the 
Chinese are permitting to come in are 
only a small fraction of those who want 
to go.” 
The Times said two companies had 
publicly announced sales to date, two 
other firms were known to have made 
sales, and others are believed to have 
kept quiet at the insistence of the 
Chinese government. 
The Rucker Co. of Oakland has 
revealed a $2 million sale and Geo Space 
Corp of Houston a sale of more than $5 
million 
The Times said it was known that 
Hughes Tool Co. of Houston had made a 
large sale but quoted a company spokes­ 
man as saying it was “very ticklish ... 
the Chinese have asked us not to say 
anything ” 
Pace said that Baker Trading, formed 
by 20 American oil drilling equipment 
firms, had made a sale, but the details 
were to be kept quiet.

Councilwoman-elect Charlotte Benton had also been 
sympathetic, leaving the seven remaining candidates to 
stump for sweeping changes or a disbanding of the group 
Criticism of LEDA has always centered around the 
money question. These facts were aired last night: Lompoc 
taxpayers have contributed totally $60,000 to LEDA over 
the last three years. Cash contributions from local 
businesses, at first planned to match this amount, declined 
from $11,000 in 1971 to $8,600 in 1972 and to $7,500 this year, 
with local automobile dealers reportedly contributing large 
shares. Sesto put this decline to a drop in membership 
among hard pressed local businesses. 
Robert Kranig, association board member and city 
planning commissioner opined that one reason for the bleak 
record on large, long term relocating firms is that three 
years ago no one could have expected 9 per cent interest 
rates, 60 cent per gallon gasoline and $20 per square foot 
building costs. Scott indicated these same pressures were 
squeezing local small businessmen. Kranig added that he 
thought the $7,500 figure could be doubled or tripled if local 
business owners were asked to "invest" in fixed industrial 
facilities here rather than just to contribute to LEDA. 
About nine per cent, or about $600 of the private sector 
funds, come from businesses in Vandenberg Village. 
A prominent suggestion last night was that the 
association cut expenses and operate on the city’s yearly 
$20,000 rather than their current $33,000 Meanwhile, local 
business contributions could be cultivated and pumped into 
fixed facilities and land control. 
The council will make a final decision on the $20,000 later 
this summer, after budget sessions and other meetings with 
LEDA spokesmen. 
Sesto, who said that the association’s function isn’t only 
to attract new industry, outlined other achievements, 
including negotiations for an instrument landing system at 
Lompoc Airport, assisting a variety of small businesses 
get on their feet locally and helping with school district and 
hospital bonds. But poor public relations, he said, may have 
left the group with an injured image. Of the citizens’ $20,000 
yearly, Sesto said, "The 
truth is that they're getting 
something for it, but they don’t see it." 
The LEDA businessmen’s mood was crystalized before 
the meeting’s close by local auto dealer Had Burger, who 
confided: “ I ’m discouraged, but I ’m not discouraged 
enough to quit.”

Salmon fishing picked up following last week’s storms. 
The party boat “A.B.C.” limited out two days running, with 
the record fish of year, a 9-pounder taken by Henry Bower 
of San Luis Obispo. 
Many limits were taken by the small boats launched by 
the Harbor Associates launching facility. The rental boats, 
however, have not yet arrived. 
The salmon are not running big. Lots of shakers are being 
taken and released. It is well to remember that three fish is 
the limit, two of which must be over 22 inches and one 20 
inches or longer. 
The hot spot seems to be from the Red Light to Pismo 
Pier, with the smart angler circling around the fleet 
wherever possible. 
The silver salmon plant in Southern California waters 
may be the answer to a fishermen’s prayers. A live bait 
boat working out of Newport Harbor took three silvers in 
its nets, without doubt some of the fish planted recently 
in Camp Pendleton waters. In four months the fish have 
grown four inches, thus giving hope for improvement of the 
entire silver salmon fishery. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Now that spring is here, let’s look at some new 
regulations that apply locally. From the Santa Barbara

county northern border to Santa Cruz and San Mateo, 
freshwater salmon and trout season is year-round in lakes 
and reservoirs. For streams, the season opens on the 
Saturday before Memorial Day and closes Nov. 15. The 
limit is 10 fish. For the fall trout and steelhead season, the 
same rules apply as last year. 
From the Santa Barbara County northern border to 
Mexico, trout and salmon season is year-round in all 
streams and lakes, with a limit of five trout or salmon, or 
combination. We advise anyone going to Cachuma to check 
at the gate as to the limit. 
We have good reports from local anglers who have 
returned from fishing the Salton Sea. They report the 
corvina have moved in close and fishing from the bank has 
been very good. One of the hot spots has been our old 
favorite, Salt Creek. Lots of croakers and sargo are being 
caught. 
There was some good action on planted trout last week at 
Cachuma, with the fish running under one pound. Bank 
fishing is picking up, but the bigger fish are taken trolling. 
Lopez Lake still good, with best action trolling fairly 
deep. Bank fishing has finally picked up, with some nice 
limits of trout and plenty of crappie. 
The real bass angler is still scoring at Margarita Lake, 
with a few lunkers and plenty of crappie at the end of the 
lake. This is a very productive water, but a boat is needed 
to get to the better spots as the county owns only about 200 
acres. 
At Lake Nacimiento, the white bass are the center of 
attention, with a five-fish limit. The water is still on the 
cool side, and the black bass are still on the lethargic side. 
Stream owners are cautioned to obtain permission from 
the Department of Fish and Game before making changes 
in the runoff. A man with a hoe can destroy the spa wing 
gravel of hundreds of fish in just a few minutes.

Q. Who In the highest paid player in baseball? I would 
guess it’d have to be Ifank Aaron. — Jack Schumacher, Cin­ 
cinnati, Ohio. 
Considering the attention focused on his home run assault, 
maybe it should be Hank. And he isn't exactly starving at 
$200,000, plus all the loot he’s going to get for breaking Ruth’s 
record, but the big money maker is Richie (call me Dick) 
Allen at $235,000 for the Chicago White Sox. 


Q. I was batboy for the N.Y. Yankees from 1947 to 1950 
and in August 1948 on Babe Ruth Day, the very last time he 
put on a uniform, I had the great job of helping the Babe get 
dressed. He didn't want anyone else around as he was very 
sick with cancer. I have the very last baseball he signed in a 
Yankee uniform and would be interested in selling it. Any 
offers? — Eddie Gallagher, Huntington Beach, Calif.

Dissenting report 


Last Oct. 26, President Nixon declared 
in a televised news conference that he had 
“never seen such outrageous, vicious, 
distorted reporting in 27 years of public 
life.” 
It happened that at the moment the 
President was making his charge against 
the networks, 12 graduate journalism 
students at the American University in 
Washington were in the midst of a study of 
television news programs covering the two 
weeks from Oct. 15 to Oct. 26 - a period of 
much fast-breaking news, including a new 
war in the Middle East, a global alert of 
U.S. military forces and the “Saturday 
Night 
Massacre” 
in 
which 
special 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox and 
Deputy Attorney General 
William D. 
Ruckelshaus were fired and Attorney 
General Elliot L. Richardson resigned. 
Divided into three teams, one for each 
network, the students checked written 
transcripts of newscasts against video 
tapes to determine whether by direct 
com m ent 
or 
by 
voice 
inflection

correspondents editorialized their news 
reports. 
Although the students found a few 
instances 
of 
questionable 
editorial 
judgment, 
they 
found 
“none 
of 
the 
distortions President Nixon was talking 
about,” according to Prof. Edward Bliss, 
Jr., conductor of the graduate seminar. 
The network reports were “fair, objective 
and balanced overall.” 
One team, however, was critical of one 
straight news story out of 216 broadcast 
during the two-week period. 
In a report on a White House dinner for 
former Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers, the students objected to the 
identification of one of the guests, former 
Commerce Secretary Maurice H. Stans, as 
“under indictment in New York in the 
Vesco case.” This, they said, deliberately 
cast the President in an unfavorable light. 
In the meantime, broadcast journalists 
are still awaiting the White House s 
prom ised 
docum entation 
of

President s blanket charge against them.

Even the water buffalo and the 
pnngbok in Africa were talking

from New York that Richard Nixon 
resign the Presidency pro bono 
jublico.

suggestion, one is struck by a 
number of minunderstandings which

Not

conservatives, but among liberals 
as well. 
Most of them, in my 
j u d g m e n t , 
a r e 
e x p l i c i t l y 
or 
inexplicitly 
incorporated in a 
two-sentence state­ 
m e n t 
by

Republican 
Con­ 
g r es s m an 
from 
Tennessee, Mr. Dan 
Kuykendall. 
He is quoted as saying: “Senator 
Buckley's 
proposal 
is 
most 
dangerous as it would affect the 
Republic and its operations. His 
willingness to see a man forced out 
of 
office 
without proof 
of 
impeachable conduct shows a lack 
of understanding as to how this 
Republic was formed and how it 
operates.’’ 
If Mr. Nixon were to resign, would 
he in fact have been forced out of 
office? 
To 
answer 
in 
the 
affirmative, it is required that the 
w or d 
“ f o r c e d ' ’ 
be 
used 
metaphorically. 
B ecause 
— 
obviously — there is no way to 
“ force“ Mr. Nixon out of office 
other than to impeach him, and 
convict him. Inasmuch as Senator 
Buckley looks with horror at that 
prospect, the first part of which is 
by all accounts imminent, then the 
point to make is that Senator 
Buckley desires very much that 
Nixon should not be “ forced” out of 
office. 
If Mr. Kuykendall is using the 
word figuratively, then the question 
to ask is: Are we really committed 
to the proposition that the people 
should 
not 
express 
themselves 
concerning that which they desire? 
Here 
again 
a 
distinction 
is 
necessary. If Senator Buckley had 
said that every time the American 
people desire a President to resign 
he should do so, he would have 
thrown 
in 
his 
lot 
with 
the 
plebiscitarians — with whom, as a 
conservative, 
he 
desires 
no 
affiliation. 
But he is not saying that. Nowhere 
in his profound statement is there a 
hint of it. He did not say that Mr. 
Nixon should resign because the 
majority of the American people 
would 
rather 
have 
another 
President. He said he should resign 
because the alternatives — for 


America — are less desirable. The 
alternatives being a > the probability 
of impeachment and the possibility 
of conviction, b) a presumptive 
suspicion of Presidential policies 
reflecting loss of confidence in Mr. 
Nixon; 
and 
c) 
an 
Executive 
weakened 
as 
an 
institution 
by 
tormentors who, in their anxiety to 
get Nixon, are likely to move 
further 
than 
in 
good 
for 
the 
institution of the Presidency. 
What 
I 
understand 
Senator 
Buckley to have done is to have 
asked President Nixon to spare the 
United States the ravages of a 
prolongation 
of 
the 
Watergate 
torture. I cannot see how, in doing 
so, 
he 
showed 
any 
lack 
of 
understanding 
of 
republican 
government. 


Charles de Gaulle participated in 
a coup d'etat, in effect, one of the 
principal purposes of which was to 
establish a strong Presidency. Even 
so, at a certain point, General de 
Gaulle, 
surveying 
the 
situation 
about him — resigned. He did not do 
so in order to inaugurate the 
plebiscitary 
government 
he 
replaced when he overthrew the 
Fourth Republic and instituted the 
Fifth. He did it because he saw that 
the signals suggested France would 
be better off without him. 


Edward VIII, King of England, 
was not “forced” to resign: he 
elected to do so, and there are very 
few Englishmen — conservative as 
regards the monarchy in a sense 
u n k n o w a b l e 
to 
A m e r i c a n 
republicans — who now believe that 


he did other than the statesmanlike 
thing. 
Very recently the Governor of 
New York State, elected in a 
landslide, resigned 
His motives 
were complicated. But even his 
critics do not believe that he did 
anything venal by resigning, or that 
he betrayed his mandate. Any more 
than Richard Nixon would betray 
his mandate, if he decided to turn 
over the reins of government to his 
own appointed successor, Gerald 
Ford. 
Mr 
Nixon has time and again 
stressed that he was elected in order 
to carry out certain programs. Does 
he recognize that he is saying, in 
effect, that these programs would 
not 
be 
carried 
out 
under 
his 
successor, Gerald Ford; if that is 
the case, why did he appoint Mr. 
Ford9 
He 
could 
have 
chosen 
anybody. 
I understand Senator Buckley to 
have asked the President to perform 
an act of noblesse oblige. That is to 
say, to put his country’s interests 
above his own. That is not, surely, to 
m i s u n d e r s t a n d 
r e p u b l i c a n 
government, but to express the 
highest faith in it. Those who are 
hell bent to impeach Mr. Nixon 
rather than to urge his resignation 
are the blood-lusters, hiding under 
the 
skirts 
of 
Constitutional 
f or ma li sm . 
Maybe 
Senator 
Buckley’s 
recommendations 
are 
misguided Certainly they are not 
outside the spirit of the Constitution, 
which 
three 
tim es 
mentions 
Presidential 
resignation 
as 
a 
possibility. 


These are some of the possibilities 
of Lompoc— 
As Lawrence Rivaldi and I opened 
the gate, the six or seven cows at the 
other

We advanced and the cows hurried 
away. The new mother, however, 
just backed up. Ahead of her and 
before us was a calf not yet 15 
minutes old.

His big black eyes had a dazed look 
and his black and white fur was still 
wet. He tried to stand up, but 
stumbled to the ground. 
I was captivated.

(Lompoc’s last dairy) located by the 
mission. 
He went around to the other side 
of the calf and came back, saying, 
“ It’s a bull. It’d rather have a heifer 
so I could milk her . ”

kept 
her 
distance 
The calf tried again to stand, but 


fell hard to the ground. Rivaldi 
explained that the calf wants to 
stand to suckle his mother Usually, 
it takes a calf five minutes to get 
up after it’s born. 
We 
headed 
slowly 
down 
the 
pasture, and as we did, the mother 
stepped up to her calf and started to 
lick him. 
Rivaldi is a lucky man. While 
many of us never witness birth in 
our lives, he may see as many as 
four a week on the dairy. At times 
he has to assist in the birth, say if 
the back legs come out first. 
Other times, he may not even 
bother to watch the advent of new 
life falling to the ground. 


Something up ahead was on the 
beach at Surf. It wasn’t human, but 
an animal big like a dog yet not 
shaped like a dog. Miraculously, it 
was a seal. 
Slowly I walked forward, not 
wanting to scare it back into the 
ocean. I came closer and it did not 
stir. 
I sat down about 10 feet from the 
seal and stared. The animal cooly 
looked at me. He was unimpressed 


and closed his eyes. 
I couldn't read the seal. I couldn’t 
tell if he was young or old. sick or 
sleepy. Why was he just sitting on 
the beach with his eyes closed9 
The day was ending and he and I 
were the only two beings on the 
beach, except for the inevitable 
gulls and sandpipers. 


On another Friday, during the 
evening, about 8:30, a Lompoc 
heroin dealer sat on the small living 
room floor. 
“I just don’t understand how they 
got a sales on me,” he said weakly 
to the floor, shaking his head gently 
in disbelief. 
Then he swung his head into a 
large floor pillow. His pregnant 
girlfriend rubbed his back and said, 
“Don’t worry. It’ll be OK.” 
The dealer was sick, as he had 
quit cold turkey shooting up three 
days before. 
Several law enforcement people 
were searching the couple’s low rent 
house for stuff (heroin). They had a 
search warrant.
